1 of this year, and he also declares that Russia proposes 
to permanently close her Black Sea ports to foreign ship- 
ping. In other words, she propeses to carry on her own 
commerce with her own and take the shortest 
means of building up her merchant marine. Just what 
the result will be of forcing development in this arbitrary 
manner remains to be seen.
